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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt and entry of Applicants' Preliminary Amendment filed on December 5, 2003 is 
acknowledged. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " opening that the circumferential 
wall. .opposite the electric motor is doubled as the outlet" recited in claim 7 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the lubricating liquid 
fed from the reservoir to the compression mechanism being collected by a circumferential wall 
that surrounds the drive shaft of the compression mechanism and rotates around a drive shaft of 
the compression mechanism in synchronism therewith; urging the liquid outward from the wall 
through an outlet formed at a predetermined axial location of the wall under centrifugal force; 
and receiving the liquid by a fixed liquid return cover surrounding the circumferential wall near 
its outlet so as to return the liquid to the reservoir. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
